Night moves 


In a turnabout that has

Designer Competition is a Winner 


At Gold Coast Award Show, ‘You Better Be Good’

Always good for a few surprises, the Gold Coast 
Fashion Award Show this year featured babies and 
groomed canines on the catwalk and handsome 
sportscasters mugging for the runway cameras. It 
all went to raise more than $275,000 for the 
Children’s Service Board at Children's Memorial 
Hospital.

Designer Richard Tyler has 
his say—and not about fashion 


t’s that time of year again. 
| Fall = Fashion Show 
Season. 

Which means—if you are 
so inclined—it’s time to dust 
off your checkbook and your 
Chanel suit and get ready to 
dish out a lot of air kisses.

His favorite movie: “ 
‘Juliet of the Spirits,’ a Fell- 
ini movie. I like Italian mov- 
ies. It’s real life. It’s decadent 
but it’s also decayed. I love 
the visuals.” 


Suitable TV choices for 
his 22-month-old son 
Edward: “I think Barney is 
a little scary. Some of those 
kids look a little like they’ve 
just been released from a 
mental asylum. I don’t think 
I want Edward to be watch- 
ing Barney. I think nice, 
wholesome Julie Andrews/ 
“Mary Poppins” is more my 
speed. Edward’s favorite is 
“Mary Poppins.” We’ve prob- 
ably watched that over the 
last six months maybe 100 
times.
